“The family feels that there is 
more grief now than when my 
brother was actually killed," 
said Columbus Police Officer 
Harry Arter, twin brother of a 
murder victim. 

Officer Arter made the 
remark after. Franklin County 
Common Pleas Court Judge 
James Britt dismissed a 
murder charge April 29 against 
William T, Wood, 21.

Officer Arter was restrained 
when he protested Judge 
Britt's decision to dismiss the 
murder charge. He later rushed 
into the judge’s chambers and 
shouted, “You are wrong. You 
are wrong. You didn't listen.” 

Woods was charged with the 
Oct. 13, 1984 shooting death.of 
Larry Arter, 24. Police said the 
shooting occurred after Larry 
Arter and Woods had a dispute 
in ‘an after-hours bar on the 
Eastside. 

Judge Britt ruled that there 
was an unreasonable delay in 
returning anindictment 
against Woods, hence he dis- 
missed the murder charge. 

Records show that Woods 
was arrested Jan. 5, 1985, and 
spent 48 days in jail. A Franklin 
County grand jury did not 


return an indictment in the 
case, and Woods was released. 
Asource said no evidence was 
presented to the grand jury. 


“Judge Brittsaid Woods was 
denied due process of law, but 
what about by twin brother?" 
Officer Arter asked. “He was 
denied life,” he said. 

Officer Arter said, “Nothing | 
can do ito bring my brother 
back.to life, but'in this case, 
justice was not done.” 

In an interview with The 
CALL & POST, Judge Britt 
said: “The main reason for 
dismissal was thatthe prosecu- 
tion had filed a “nolee” (we 
don't desire to prosecute), and 
after 13 months they started 
over again,” 

Britt said the defendent has 
the right to feel that the case is 
over and done He said he found 
that the defendent has been 
denied due process of law as 
guaranteed by the constitution 
of the United States and Ohio. 

After Judge Britt's ruling, the 
prosecution indicated that it 
would appeal it to the Franklin 
County Court of Appeals. 

‘Timothy Mitchell, assistant 
county prosecutor, said Mon- 
day (May 4), “Wecannotfile an 
appeal until actual written 
entry is filed by the defense 
counsel, ordering that the case 
be dismissed. The decision of 
the court is not actually official 
until such an entry is filed.” 

Meanwhile, Mitchell said he 
has ordered for the written 
records of the proceedings in 
the case against Woods. “If 
entry is not filed within two 
weeks, | will write mine and see 
if the judge would sign it,” Mit- 
chell said.

survivor 
extradited

A teenager who survived a 
10-story jump last month from 
a Sawyer Towers apartment 
window, was extradited April 
15 to Detroit, Mich. to face a 
charge of killing a Catholic pri- 
est there. 

Brian Frazier, 16, will be 
prosecuted as an adult, police 
said. 

Frazier, who is confined to a 
wheelchair, was released April 
11 from St. Anthony Medical 
Center. He suffered fractured 
legs in the jump. 

Frazier and Antonio Fryar, 
16, of 459 N. Ohio Ave. jumped 
on March 8 from the apartment 
window of Norman Jones Jr. a 
resident of the high-rise com- 
plex, at 999 Caldwell PI. 

Jones told police that the 
two boys accosted him and 
demanded money and “booze.” 
The boys jumped from a 10th- 
floor window after Jones 
escaped and returned with 
other residents, police said. 

Fryar died of multiple injur- 
ies in Grant Hospital. 

A source told The CALL & 
POST that police in Detroit 
want to prosecute Frazier as an 
adult for the Jan. 25 slaying of 
Paul Kosnik, 52, of: Detroit. 
Kosnik was a former Roman 
Catholic priest. 

Police must present evi- 
dence showing that Frazier 
was probably involved in the 
slaying and that the juvenile 
system would be ineffective in 
rehabilitating him, the source 
said. 

The source sai when Fraz 
ier was interviewed in his hos- 
pital bed several weeks ago, he 
confessed he assaulted Jones 
during a robbery. He also 
denied he or Fryar was pushed 
from the 10-floor window. 

In The CALL & POST edition 
of March 12, Mrs. Nora Malloy, 
40, mother of Fryar, said, “I 
suspect someone pushed him 
out the window.” And in the 
March 26 edition, Frazier's 

randmother, Frances Frazier, 
said: “| think the boy was 
pushed.trom the window.”

Local activist envisions

*To Walter Cates, the portion 
of East Main Street between 
Parsons Ave. on the west and 
Alum Creek on the east is not 
the shuttered, crumbling strip 
that some may see. 

Walter Cates opens his map, 
and shows anyone who will

Cates is president of the 
Main Street Business Associa- 
tion, a group of businessper- 
sons, predominately Black, 
who have invested, in the Main 
Street area. Cates recently 
made news when his suit 
against the city’s banks, charg- 
ing them with a refusal to make 
loans to minority businessper- 
sons, was settled with accords 
and promises from some of the 
city's major banks, including 
BancOhio and Bank One. 

Both banks have agreed to 
create community develop- 
ment ¢ yrporations through

resources to the project.

. that Cates shares with several 


area businesspersons. Among 
the plans Cates sees for the 
Main Street area are: a $15 mil- 
lion hotel/shopping complex 
where the State Highway 
Patrol currently is housed, at 
680 E. Main; an $8 million office 
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complex, including a federal 

post office, between 17th and 

78th streets on Main; a$1.2 mil- . 
lion office and retail complex,

“Housing is something that 
is needed,” Cates says, noting 
the efforts of a coalition, led by 
Cates’ brother, Rev. Elbert 
Cates, which’ sought for the 
city's banks to pour more 
money into inner-city mort- 
gages. “But first you must 
create businesses. Businesses 
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create jobs, and jobs allow

Cates began the battle 
against the city's banks after 
having found himself running 
into brick walls when he 
attempted to assist area minor- 
ity businesspersons in packag- 
ing loans from those banks.

“There are no more han d- 
outs,” Cates concluded. “Our 
destiny is in our own hands.” 

As part of that effort, Cates 
decided to file actions with the 

Federal Reserve Board against 
the city's banks, charging -vio- 
lations of the Community 

Reinvestment Act, which 
requires banks to work to meet 
the needs of all the neighbor- 

hoods in their service areas. 
“Banks would loan us money 
to purchase consumer goods, 
but not to create businesses,” 
Cates complained. 
Cates’ action was filed to 
block the takeover by Bank 
One of American Fletcher 
National Bank in Indianapolis. 
Settlement of the charge by 
Bank One, through the crea- 
tion of the new program, 
caused the MSBA to drop its 
charge, and the merger was 
approved. 

Because of the accords 
between the banks and the 
Main Street business commun- 
ity, Cates sees a change in 
community attitudes. 

“The businessmen are 
encouraged that they can have 
some say so” in what goes on in 
their community, Cates says, 
noting that there has been “a 
change in the direction of the 
community.” 

Cates sees the $26 million in 
expansion in the area not.as 
visionary, but as realistic.

». In Ohio, only 4 of 614 school 
“districts are run by Black admin- 
‘fstrators. This is in a field--

~ because of the decreased oppor- 
tunities for Blacks in other areas. 
That poor record certainly 
makes one wonder whether 
there has not been an insidious 
system of discrimination against 
minorities in the education 
industry. 


We agree that any administra- 
tor should be chosen based on 
his ability. Yet, what we have often 
Tound is that affirmative steps 
must be taken to expand the pool 
of qualified applicants, so that 
they know that the opportunity is 
RVailable. 

We know that being Black isno 
guarantee that a person has the 
commitment to the education of 
Black children. Yet, we must 
assume that any candidate 
which is chosen--Black or white- 
-will meet the criteria set up by 
the board. 
=The only question is whether 
the board will attempt to find 
Black candidates which happen 
to meet those criteria. 

We are concerned about the 
board's response to this issue - 
because it sounds frightfully 
familiar. The enemies of affirma- 
tive action are not-against Black 
advancement; they are for merit. 
They do not oppose hiring 
Blacks; they oppose hiring peo- 
ple “because they are Black.” 

Well, that one's easy. 

So do we! 


No candidate should be hired 
“because he (or she) is Black.” 
He should be hired “because he’s 
good.” But when you aggres- 
sively go after Black candidates, 
you find men and women who 
also happen -to be very, very 


The school board has yet to 
meet on the ground rules for the 
selection of asuperintendent. 
We urge the members to develop 
a policy of attempting to bring in 
a Black administrator to run the 
Columbus Public Schools. We 
don't have to ask if he or she will 
be good; we assume the board 
will hire only the best. 

We have learned--from hard 
experience—what happens when 
people decide to hire “the best 
candidate” without any consid- 
eration of race: It seems, in that 
instance, that “the best candi- 
date" is always white. 


When the Call & Post asked 
some members of the Columbus 
Board of Education whether they 
were interested in looking for a 
Black superintendent to replace 
Dr. James Hyre, who is resigning 
July 31, we received a frosty 
reception. 

“We're not concerned about 

_ color,” was the strong response 
we received. “We want the best 
person for the position, regard- 
less of color,” 

Of course, if those words 
sound senile they should. 

hey are the words wh eople 

like the Reagan’ admi fetration 
and others who do not Nave the 
best interests of Black people at 
heart use to justify the hiring of 
people who (in almost every 
instance) are not Black. 

We do not impugn the motives 
and integrity of the school board 
members. We believe that they 
are committed to the education 
of our children, and to the 
advancement of opportunities 
for Blacks in the school system. 
Yet, we are concerned that their 
tesponse to what is a valid issue 
is SO negative.

For Sen William F, Bowen, one of the most 
frustrating issues facing Black people is the 
problem of young Black male unemployment. 

It is an issue about which he has met with 
Gov. Richard F. Celeste. In a recent newspaper 
article, Bowen has expressed concern that not 
enough has been done by the Celeste adminis- 
tration to attack the problem of Black male 
unemployment. 

The probiem is frightening in its scope--and 
in the prognosis for improvement. In 1960, 
according to a study done for Bowen by the 
legislative budget office, Black young male 
unemployment nationally was 24 percent, com- 
pared to 13 percent for whites in the same age 
group, 16-19. By 1983, in the heart of the reces- 
sion, that figure had risen to 48.5 percent. 

Although it dropped to an estimated 40.2 
percent in 1985, the relationship of Black 
unemployment to white unemployment has 
worsened, rather than getting better. Black 
unemployment is 2.6 times higher than that of 
white unemployment among youth. The report 
estimated the rate of Ohio Black male unem- 
ployment for ages 16-19 at an astounding 49.3 
percent in 1985. 

Clearly, Bowen believes that such an 
extraordinary problem must be attacked by 
extraordinary means. He is calling on the crea- 
tion of.a task force to study the issue and make 

recommendations. 

Several ideas have been postulated to explain 
the explosive rise in Black male unemployment. 
One is that the market is changing. 

In recent years, there has been a loss of 
hundreds of thousands of semi-skilled and 
unskilled manufacturing jobs in the Ohio econ- 
omy, thus eliminating opportunities for thou- 
sands of marginally-skilled and educated 
young men. Another is that many of the jobs 
are moving away from the inner cities, and into 
the suburban rings. Thus, Black youth often

tace difficulties getting to available employment 
opportunities. 

And, as labor force participation increases 
among women and other minorities, it is possi- 
ble that Blacks are being displaced in the job 
market. 

Whatever the reasons, the consequences are 
disturbing. Joblessness has been linked to drug 
abuse, crime, and other destructive behaviors. 
As successful, working Blacks leave many 
inner-city neighborhoods, the problems of 
joblessness and low skills among so many 
remaining Black young men can have the effect 
of causing a continuing deterioration in the © 
quality of life in whole neighborhoods. 

To Bowen, the government has a responsibil- 
ity to address the particular problems of Black 
young men. He is currently drafting legislation 
for his task force, and is looking for bipartisan 
support. 

This problem is daunting, and getting worse. 
According to a national study by the Joint Cen- 
ter for Political Studies, long-term unemploy- 
ment after the 1981-82 recession increased 
among white males by 1.2 percentage points, 
but among Black males by 7.7 percentage 
points, 

In this environment, the JCPS argues, “the 
continuing problems Blacks face will require 
firm, responsive, long-term commitment by the 
government at every level.” 


The issue is rebuilding a community. The job 
is the anchor of social and personal stability. 
In cities, such as Youngstown, where plant 
closings have been experienced, there have 
been increases in crime, homicide, drug abuse, 
and suicide. Thus, the chronic effects of long- 
term joblessness among a substantial portion 
of the Black community are clearly evident, and 
must be addressed by concerted governmental 
involvement.

The proverbial struggle over 
America’s minimum wage. struc- 
ture has been rekindled. Political 
and business pundits are position- 
ing themselves to grab contro! of 
America's long-term wage 
structure. 

Dr. Richard L. Lesher, president 
of the U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce, attempted to capture the 
momentum by pointing out, “the 
last time Congress raised the min- 
imum wage in 1977, by more than 
46 percent overall, that hike cost 
the economy 644,000 jobs." 

Lesher's comment brought to 
mind an experience where | had 
helped some domestic workers 
get their wages raised to the min- 
imum wage level. We believed 
these ladies’ efforts were worth 
more than the market was paying 
and we were hell-bent on their 
gaining professional dignity. Yet, 
our strategy ignored any efforts to 
upgrade these ladies’ skills to 
encourage the market to revaluate 
their labor offering. 

William G. Giery, executive 
secretary of the Foodservice and 
Lodging Institute, offered me little 
comfort in corroborating Lesher 
by pointing a finger at U.S, Sena- 
tor Ted Kennedy, D-NA., sponsor 
of the minimum wage bill.

In Blacks In College (Jossey- 
Bass), Dr. Jacqueline Fleming 
boiled it down to one issue: What 
kinds of contributions do schools- 
-Black or white-make to Black 
students? 

Meeting that young person's 
basic needs during this crucial 
adolescent stage is far more 
important than providing the best 
facilities. At least that's what Dr. 
Fleming and her research team 
found out when they surveyed 
3,000 students in 15 colleges-- 
eight white and seven Black. 

Dr. Fleming found that positive 
attitudes can be traced to the 
presence of friends and mentors-- 
role models that talk to you, listen 
to you. 

Listen mostly, she says. Simply 
put, a happy student likes the peo- 
ple as much as the place. These 
social inputs enable the student to 
gain a sense of direction. 


Research says that in white 
schools, Black students expend 
much of their energy in dealing 
with a hostile environment that

in determining what happens to 
Black students in Black colleges 
as compared to Black students 
who attend white colleges, Dr. 
Fleming's team found that even 
with few resources, Black students 
in Black schools show more aca- 
demic progress than Blacks in 
white colleges. 

Inthe midst of intellectual plenty 
at white colleges, Black students 
get little of it, Dr. Fleming con- 
cludes. The Harvard-trained psy- 
chologist also found that white 
students do as well at white 
schools as Blacks do at Black 
schools. 

White males do best in white 
schools and Black males do bestin 
Black schools, her study found. 

For those who oppose these 
findings solely on the basis of 
prefering integration in educa- 
tional settings and out of a fear of 


giving aid to the racists, they might 
do well, Dr. Fleming says, to con- 
sider these facts. 

Rather than maintaining segre- 
gation, Black colleges effectively 
impart the orientation and skills 
that will allow Black students to 
function well in American society: 
Aspiration, confidence, motiva- 
tion and the ability to enjoy com- 
petition in the integrated 
workplace. 

Where these skills are obtained 
seems secondary to whether they 
are obtained, she concludes. 

Therefore, Black colleges serve, 
you might say, as a stepping stone 
to the mainstream and to a truly 
desegregated society. After all, the 
rate of unemployment in the Black 
community relates directly to the 
amount of education received. 

Therefore, Black college gradu- 
ates are more likely to have a job 
than Blacks who do not finish col- 

lege and Blacks are more likely to 
finish college if they atténd a Black 
one.

In a recent Washington Post article titled “A 
Choice Between Two Africas," Bishop John T. 
Walker of Washington’s Episcopal Diocese, 
says we shouldn't “tet (the) Gramm-Rudman- 
Hollings (Act) do development aid in.” And 
Walker adds an important observation on the 
problems of Africa, “More and more govern- 
ments are adopting market-led policies in place 
of failed experimentation with central _ 
planning.” 

In his article, Bishop Walker distinguishes 
himself from his brethren who call for more 
centralization and control. 

By and large, most of the countries on the 
African continent show little respect for per- 
sonal freedoms and private property rights. 
These nations adopted the worst policies of 
their colonial masters—-governmer*pureau- 
cracy, red tape and control--and “improved” on 
them. As they looked for ways to feed them- 
selves, many Atrican nations adopted the col- 
lectivist farm schemes of the Soviet Union. 
That's incredible considering people want to 
eat regularly. 

Columnist Allan Brownfeld reports in the 
Washington Inquirer that African “food produc- 
tion has declined 20 percent since 1960." Afri- 
can nations, food exporters when they were 
colonies, are now importing food. While the 
extended drought the Dark Continent has expe- 
rienced has had an impact on agricultural out- 
put, it has also been an excuse for government 
ineptitude and bungling. 

Let's look at the things a country can do to 
trash its agricultural sector. How about setting 
up marketing boards that require farmers to sell 
their products to it at below-market prices? The 
political motivation is to subsidize food costs 
for the urban population, but guess what it 
does to the incentives to produce? 

How about eliminating speculation in the 
agricultural market to “resist” capitalism? 
Speculators buy agriculture products at cheap 


prices durin ‘_, periods of abundance, then sell ‘3 
them at inflated prices during times of scarcity. 3 
Eliminating speculators leads to over- mh 
consumption during periods of plenty and 
under-consumption during the leaner periods. 

In the pursuit of personal financial gain, specu- 
lators even out consumption. 

Then there is the threat of eliminating privaté! 
property rights, which reduces the private mt 
incentive to care for resources. Why shoulda ,; 
farmer spend resources to prevent soil erosion T 
one year with no guarantee he will benefit from_ ) 
his actions in succeeding years. 

If he thinks government might expropriate his} 
land, he won't make the effort. Why shouldn't a 
rancher allow his cattle to overgraze when the 
grazing land is collectively owned? Of course, 
weakened or absent private property rights 
exacerbates desert encroachment, deforesta- 
tion and soil erosion. 

Evidence supports the declaration of Stephen 
K. Commins, coordinator of U.C.L.A.’s Food 
and Agriculture Project, that socialist farming 
in Africa “has generally proved incapable of 
sustaining high levels of agricultural produc- 
tion.” The same conclusion is being reached in 
country after country in Soviet-bloc countries © 
of Eastern Europe, where collectivized farming - 
is being forsaken in favor of greater Privatiza- 7 
tion and decentralization. X

On June 6, 1984, Hunter's 
mother, Mrs. Dorothy Hunter 
filed a complaint with police, 
alleging that Phipps stabbed 
her son in the arm. Phipps was 
charged with a felonious 
assault, according to Franklin 
County Juvenile Court 
records. 

Intake Supervisor Monty 
Crockett, said during a hearing 


on the case July 10, 1984, both . 


the defendant and victim told 
the court that they had 
resolved their differences. The 
court, then found Phipps a 
delinquent minor and held the 
case for disposition for six 
months, Crockett said.

“She ended up getting out of 
the car and had to walk two 
blocks to the hospital about 
3:30 a.m. with her two 6-year- 
old twin sons,"’ Ms. Sims 
recalled. 


Hunter is survived by 
mother, Dorothy Hunter; 
father, Raymond Sims; six sis- 
ters, Rayette Sims, Pamela, 
Tamala Tatum, Vanita Sims, 
Vardell and Terri Sims, and 
Sandra Hunter; brothers, Clif- 
ford, Daniel and David Hunter.

Neareast funding group 
merges with I-670 team 


By GILBERT PRICE 

A newly-formed committee 
to plot the redevelopment of 
the near east side has folded its 
tent before it began, and its 
activities will be merged with 
those of the existing !-670 Cor- 
ridor Committee. 

The Downtown East Devel- 
opment Corporation, which 
was created by Columbus City 
Council President Jerry Ham- 
mond to anchor the redevel- 
opment activities on the near 
east side, has decided to close 
shop only days after it had 
been expected to begin. 

According to Ako Kambon, 
Hammond aide and the person 
who was named director of the 
DEDC, Hammond “took a look 
at the mission of !-670 and 
Dowtown East, and concluded 
that they were much too similar 
to have two different organi- 
zations.” 

Questions had been raised 
about the formation of the new 
corporation at its inception, 
concerning the similiarity of 
the scope of operations 
between the two bodies. The 
1-670 Corridor Development 
Committee is charge with 
redevelopment activities in an 
area which includes the near 
east side, and extends to the

“As far as we were con- 

cerned initially, the 1-670 

development corporation was 

focusing on light industry and

ary objectives,” Kambon said. 
“What we were looking at was 
commercial, office space, resi- 
dential, and capital improve- 
ments. Conversation between 
(Hammond) and the mayor 
indicates it looks like both mis- 
sions can be accomplished 
under one organization.” 


Kambon denied published 
reports that the new committee 
was having trouble finding 
funding from private sources. 

“We identified money, but 
the sources said to us it would 
be more prudent to have one 
organization, and maximize 
the program dollars by min- 
imizing administrative costs, 
and we were convinced that 
had some merit,” Kambon said. 

The 1-670 corridor commit- 
tee has been in existence seven 
years. It was initially formed as 
a special committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce to 
address issues such as reloca- 
tion and economic develop- 
ment in the near east side area 
which encompasses the heart 
of the corridor between down- 
town and the airport.
